TOWN and parish councils 
are set to feel the pinch after 
beancounters at Dover 
District Council decided to 
lose some services to save 
cash. 

The district needs to save £2.3 mil¬ 
lion by 2012/13 and the smaller coun¬ 
cils will be told to raise their rates or 
lose services like grass cutting, toilets 
and some children’s playgrounds. 

Representatives from the town 
councils are due to meet district offi¬ 
cials this week to thrash out a plan. 

In Sandwich, Joe Trussler, the

town’s mayor, said a toilet in the town 
centre and a playground were likely to 
be chopped. 

The town council will be taking 
responsibility for a newly-refurbished 
toilet on the Quay and the Bulwark 
playing fields, but it will cost users 20 
pence to spend a penny. 

Cllr Trussler said Dover district 
workers would continue to tidy up the 
play areas and maintain the playing 


fields but Sandwich Town Council 
would be footing the bill. 

He said: “Dover are trying to offload 
services they don’t want, like play 
areas and public toilets. In the case of 
one of the play areas we simply can’t 
afford to renew the equipment. 

“We will be paying Dover Council to 
pick up the litter, but we have to keep 
an eye on our own council tax pre¬ 
cept.” 

Briefing notes issued by the district 
council say it has saved £500,000 dur¬ 
ing the last year but expected savage 
cuts in grants from central govern¬ 
ment mean drastic savings are needed.

Nine jobs go 
as new ferry 
is introduced

FERRY company LD Lines 
has chopped nine jobs 
ahead of today’s introduc¬ 
tion of its new ship, 
Norman Spirit, on the 
Dover-Boulogne route. 

The company had originally said 
19 staff would be axed once the ves¬ 
sel replaced the high-speed Norman 
Arrow, but since then an additional 
10 cabin-crew positions have been 
created. 

This makes a total of 38 transfer¬ 
ring to the new ship; the figure 
includes deck and engine officers, 
engine ratings and ABs (Able 
Seamen). 

The Norman Arrow’s crew of 13 
will remain during its winter lay-up 
before starting a six-month oper¬ 
ation on the Portsmouth-Le Havre 
route from Easter 2010. 

An LD Lines spokesman said: “The 
remaining personnel [nine] - made 
up of mainly ABs and cabin atten¬ 


dants - have been served their notice 
period, either because they were not 
prepared to accept new terms or 
because there were no positions 
available to them. 

“You will find that most, if not all, 
ABs are local to Dover, as is the case 
with cabin attendants, although one 
or two of these are not, as I under¬ 
stand it.” 

The decision to change ships comes 
after managing director Christophe 
Santoni said he wanted to increase 
passenger and freight numbers at 
Boulogne’s expanding hub-terminal. 

The Norman Spirit will sail four 
times a day, with a new crossing time 
of one hour and 45 minutes, and can 
carry up to 1,850 passengers, 700 
cars and 110 freight vehicles. 

Before the job cuts were revealed, 
Mr Santoni said: “To develop our 
freight and tourist business on this 
increasingly popular route, the intro¬ 
duction of Norman Spirit will pro¬ 
vide fast, efficient berthing, unload¬ 
ing and loading procedures in port, 
which, added to the one hour and 45 
minutes’ crossing time, will give an 
improved all-round service.” 



PCS0 reports there's

A PCSO in Sandwich is helping to 
stamp out speeding in the town after 
concerns were raised by residents.

“It also acts as a deterrent and I am 
encouraged by the latest results.” 

Safety inspectors to 
visit car repairers 

HEALTH and safety inspectors from 
Dover District Council will be making 
a series of checks at motor-vehicle 
repair centres. 

They will be targeting tyre and 
exhaust-fitters and businesses that 
carry out servicing and mechanical 
repairs. 

Inspectors will give advice to 
employers and look at how they con¬ 
trol risks to their staff and members 
of the public. 

They will also take enforcement 
action if any serious risks to health 
and safety are found. 

The scheme is also being rolled 
out in Canterbury, Thanet and 
Folkestone.

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Memoirs of seamstress 
recall town in wartime

THE family of actor Noel Coward’s 
former seamstress is hoping to get 
her memoirs published to give a 
snapshot of life during the war in 
Dover. 

Gladys Haslam, who recently passed away 
aged 82, was bom in Dover and spent much of 
the Second World War in the town. 

Her son Chris, 51, from Eltham, said his 
mother always held a special place in her heart 
for Dover and, despite not living there, he felt it 
was his home. 

“She wrote about her life in Dover during the 
war and it would be lovely to get it published,” 
he said. 

“It gives a real snapshot of a young person’s 
life through wartime. 

“I think it would bring back memories to any¬ 
one who lived through those years.” 

Gladys’s parents lived in Dover all their lives, 
and her mother even witnessed Louis Bleriot’s 
famous flight across the Channel, with a small 
part of the broken plane as a keepsake. 

Gladys was sent to Wales at the age of 12, 
when the Second World War broke out, but 15 
months later her mother brought her and her 
brother back to the town. 

Chris said: “My mother became a seamstress 
at a company called Flashmans in Dover, which 
used to deal with upholstery and carpets and 
that kind of thing. 

“It was used by Noel Coward, who lived in St 
Margaret’s, and he would specifically ask for 


my mother as his seamstress. She would be 
driven in an expensive sports car to his house 
and then taken back. 

“She would often hear him playing his music 
and composing. There was one incident when 
the air-raid warning went off and she had to 
stay with him at his house until it was safe to 
return home.” 

Chris said his mother had strong links with 
the town, and she would often bring her child¬ 
ren and grandchildren there for weekends 
away. 


He said: “Some years ago, she took my daugh¬ 
ter to Dover Museum and one of the displays 
showed the evacuees book. 

“It was open on the page with the surname 
Dixon, which was my mother’s maiden name, 
and she saw her and her brother’s names.” 

For her funeral, Gladys’s family printed out 
her memoirs and gave them to the mourners. 

“It just gives a glimpse into her life,” he said. 

‘We would love to get it published - some of 
her friends still live in Dover and it would defi¬ 
nitely bring back memories.” 


Councils facing 
cuts in services

The document says: “The impact on 
Dover District Council is expected to be 
so severe that it will not be able to pay 
for all the services it provides. 

“It has to make difficult choices about 
what it can and can’t afford, and how 
other organisations and communities 
can do more to help.” 

Council officers estimate another 
£400,000 has got to be pruned from the 
budget. They say local communities will 
have to become more self-reliant or 
services will be lost. 

But Labour group leader Mike Eddy 
said a town like Deal would have to put 
up its precept by 45 per cent to maintain 
services in the town. 

Capped 

He said an extra £250,000 would have 
to be found to keep the devolved services 
at their present level. 

Dover district officials are worried that 
their budgets will be capped by either 
the existing government or an incoming 
Conservative government in six months. 

Cllr Eddy said: “I don’t think many of 
the town and parish councillors are 
impressed with the choices they are 
being presented with. 

“What is being proposed is not going to 
make a significant difference to the local 
budget but will have major effects on 
communities like Deal and Sandwich.” 

Dover District Council leader Paul 
Watkins said the authority was facing 
conflicting pressures. 

He said: ‘We are being pressed by the 
Government above, who will cut our 
grant, and from below by council tax¬ 
payers, who want their bills kept low. 

“Rather than cut services, we are con¬ 
sulting organisations like town and 
parish councils to see what we can do. 

“Town and parish councils are not 
capped and we would ask them to make 
a contribution to retain some services.”

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Woman's startling brief 
encounter with big cat 

A BIG cat has been sighted in Ellens Road, 
Walmer. A woman and her father-in-law 
have reported seeing a labrador-sized cat 
run across the road, about 3ft from their car 
and into the bushes. 

The woman said: “If I’d blinked I would 
have missed it, it was that quick. We picked 
up the eye reflection first and saw the 
length of the tail, then it was gone.” 

Neil Arnold, a big-cat expert and author of 
Mystery Animals Of The British Isles, says 
the area is a hot-spot for sightings of large 
cats, with recent records from St Margaret’s, 
Sholden, Ripple and Great Mongeham. 

He said: “The big cats sighted across Kent 
are black leopards, the same as normal leop¬ 
ards but with a dark pigment to the coat. 

“These animals are often referred to as 
panthers, but this is simply a slang word to 
describe the black leopard - a panther is not 
a species of cat.” 

Weekend closures on the 
coastbound Jubilee Way 

MOTORISTS are being advised to find 
alternative routes on the coastbound A2 
during weekends in November and 
December.

Plan to move movie 
phone box hits flak 


VILLAGERS in Denton are fight¬ 
ing to save a traditional red tele¬ 
phone box which featured in the 
film The Battle of Britain. 

The box is outside The Jackdaw pub, in 
which scenes from the movie depicting the aer¬ 
ial conflict over southern England were shot. 

But the box - a Grade II-listed structure - is 
threatened with removal because of falling 
usage. 

The pub contains memorabilia from the film 
and other trophies related to the RAF and the 
Second World War. 

In the film, actor Christopher Plummer, in 
his role of Squadron Leader Colin Harvey, has 
a long conversation outside the pub with his 
screen wife Maggie, played by Susannah York. 

He then roars off down the country road in a 
sports car. 

Helen Brown, the landlady of The Jackdaw, 
said people would be outraged by any attempt

to remove the phone box. “It is very much a 
part of the village - a real landmark,” she said. 

“I have set up a notice in the pub asking peo¬ 
ple to contact Dover District Council and regis¬ 
ter their disapproval of the plan. 

“Apparently the decision was taken because 
the phone box isn’t used very much. But not 
everyone has mobile phones and in any case 
reception around here isn’t great as we are in a 
hilly area.” 

The pub proudly displays its connection to 
both the heroes of the RAF - dubbed The Few 
by wartime Prime Minister Winston Churchill 
- and the actors and actresses who portrayed 
them in the 1969 film, directed by Guy 
Hamilton. 

The cast included screen giants Laurence 
Olivier, Michael Caine and Edward Fox. 

Ms Brown said: “We get a lot of people with 
connections to the RAF coming here, including 


some of the pilots who flew in the war. On the 
wall are pictures from the film, as well as other 
mementoes of the pilots and aircrew and their 
aircraft. 

“Film fans come here as well because the pub 
is instantly recognisable in the movie. The 
phone box is such a part of the place. It’s very 
sad that it could be lost for ever.” 

A BT official said: “It’s a very low-usage box 
and the way things are going in terms of 
mobiles means it is not one we feel is viable.” 

A spokesman for the council said: ‘We must 
stress that these plans are from BT. 

“Following close partnership working and 
feedback from town and parish councils, Dover 
District Council has responded to BT to inform 
them of a request to adopt six phone boxes, 
following responses from parish councils that 
they wished to adopt, and a decision to object to 
the removal from Denton. 

“Our records also show the Denton phone box 
is listed and listed building consent would be 
needed to remove it.”

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From the white van to vin blanc 


As the pound plummets in value against the euro, what has happened to that 
most British of days out, the booze cruise? With Christmas around the corner, 
what are our neighbours across the water doing to attract British day-trippers 
and, more importantly, entice them to part with their cash? GARY WRIGHT 
crossed the Channel to see how Les Rosbifs are discovering there's more to 
France than loading a white van with cheap alcohol... 


AS our country struggles to keep its head above water under a tidal 
wave of debt and bank bailouts, the French are confidently out of reces¬ 
sion, their shops remain busy... and they still work shorter hours. 


I admire the French and, if I’m honest, 
envy them a little - but more of that later. 

It is a fantastic country, but the British 
relationship with our nearest foreign neigh¬ 
bour is going through a difficult transition 
thanks to the collapse of the value of the 
pound. 

Britain’s favourite French destination may 
be Paris, but Calais is where most of us in 
Kent get our fix of French 
shopping. To try to under¬ 
stand more, I visited 
Calais and it quickly 
became clear that, in 
their eyes, Brits have 
become the poor relation 
of Europe. 

Remember the days 
when something costing 
ten euros meant parting 
with around seven quid? 

Well, that’s over. 

Gordon Brown and his 
financial chums at the 
Bank of England have 
done a favour for the 
numerically dyslexic (you 
know who you are) by doing away with the 
need to stand gazing in a shop desperately 
struggling to convert currency. 

Today one euro means one pound, give or 
take. Easy on the mind, then, but it means 
when we visit our foreign 
cousins it is set to be an 
expensive business for, 
well, I’m no economist, 
but I’d guess ten years. 

And it’s clear Calais has 
had a bit of relief from Les 
Rosbifs on a day-trip. 

Instead we are seeing 
more and more French 
shoppers coming to Kent, 
making the most of the 
new exchange rate, to 
enjoy spectacular value 
for money. For example, 
clothing now has prices in 
both pounds and euros. 

So a £20 item may well sell for 30 euros in 
France - but with the current 1:1 rate the 
French are laughing all the way to le banque. 

One French family visiting Canterbury on 
a sunny Saturday two weeks ago told our 
reporter it was their second day-trip this 
year and they couldn’t believe how far their 
money went. 

They were unable to name one item they 


had seen which was actually more expensive 
than their home country (they obviously 
weren’t cigar-smokers) and raved about the 
value of clothing. 

Back in Calais, though, this is bad news for 
the British entrepreneurs who took the 
plunge years ago and set up wine warehous¬ 
es a few hundred yards from the ferry port. 

Speaking to Brits aboard the cross- 
Channel ferry, it’s evi¬ 
dent people are no longer 
flocking to the pile-it- 
high sell-it-cheap booze 
outlets on the industrial 
estates like they used to. 

One told me he 
believed it had been a 
“soul-sapping experi¬ 
ence” anyway that had 
peaked regardless of the 
exchange rate. 

“The exchange rate 
might have killed it, but 
our supermarkets have 
smartened up their act 
on booze deals and, 
besides, most day- 
trippers are looking for a day out,” he said. 

Calais has changed since my last stopover 
visit five years ago. Yes, there was still evi¬ 
dence of illegals, who inhabited ‘the jungle’ 
despite armed police kicking them out a 
month ago in a much- 
publicised clampdown. 

While the jungle was 
really some weed-strewn 
abandoned warehouses, I 
was still shocked to see 
30 young men being 
given soup in a car-park 
less than 400 yards (or 
should that be metres) 
from the port. But the 
town looked prosperous 
and successful. 

Calais has a love-hate 
relationship with Britain. 
The people have always 
made day-trippers wel¬ 
come and ensured it’s easy to spend your 
cash on the French staples (booze, fags and 
cheese). But they must get frustrated with 
some of the dithering drivers delivered to 
their roads and the asylum-seekers littering 
their streets waiting for the chance to hide in 
a lorry bound for Dover. 

Walking the streets at the docks end of the 
town, there was not a ‘ferme’ sign to be seen

Ferry nice deals available on ship 


THE strong euro is bad for bargain-hunting in France, but on 
ships, shopping deals can still be spectacular. 

At ferry giant P&O, bookings are up, according to company 
spokesman Brian Rees, who believes company names you can 
trust and value for money will always attract customers. And 
six million people have agreed so far this year. 

He said: "A Dover-Calais day-trip for a car and all the occu¬ 
pants is £25. A lot of people prefer to buy on board our ships. 
We're a UK-based company, we bank in sterling, so if you pay 
for items with us in pounds the strength of the euro is irrele¬ 
vant. We sell on board at the lower French rates of duty." 

It's a big company, too, so you can find huge savings. Six bot¬ 
tles of Jacob's Creek wine, for example, will cost £15, while two 


litres of Courvoisier cognac will set you back just £35. They'll 
even pack your car for you. So is this the end of the French day- 
trip or the good old-fashioned booze cruise, as we used to say? 

Well, yes and no. Cheap drink is no longer the sole reason to 
go. But there are bargains to be found and the French still know 
how to live well. 

Calais's future lies with its attraction as a French destination 
and that's why people are going for a night or two rather than 
the day-trip. Chris and Sharron Smith, from Faversham, were 
returning home after a weekend away. 

Mr Smith said: "We've been visiting for years and while the 
cost has gone up, Calais remains somewhere that offers us 
Brits a slice of French lifestyle, right on our doorstep." 


in shop-windows and townsfolk the following 
day at the Saturday market were weighed down 
with bags full of food (though the queues at the 
little supermarket were slowed significantly 
thanks to the continued French love-affair with 
the cheque-book). 

During my visit to Calais 
I dined in top-notch restaur¬ 
ants. Histoire Ancienne 
looked as thought you would 
part with 50 or 60 euros per 
person. You can if you wish, 
but they do a set lunchtime 
menu for 12.50 euros. Now 
that’s an attraction. 

And then there’s the spec¬ 
tacular Restaurant Grand 
Bleu and Le Channel. Take 
my recommendation by all 
means - Calais is a bit of gourmet’s delight - 
but better still take a look for yourself, there are 
dozens of great eateries. 

Calais is also home to the Maison du Fromage 
et des Vins. It’s run by Arnaud Crespo, one of the 
top three sommeliers in France. 


The hypermarkets are having a tough ride 
attracting the British shopper, but at places like 
Carrefour, the vast hypermarket in the Cite 
Europe shopping centre, the choice is stagger¬ 
ing. It offered 150 different champagnes alone 
and 800 different wines. 

Calais remains a delight. 
While there, I popped in to its 
new showpiece attraction, 
which traces the history of 
lace making in Calais - the 
Cite de la Dentelle. 

It blends modem architec¬ 
ture with a former 19th- 
century lace-making factory 
to remember the industry 
that made Calais rich a cen¬ 
tury ago. 

It’s great, but here’s the 
interesting part: and, in the best French tradi¬ 
tion, it cost 30 million euros, of mainly EU 
money. 

And when it come to making the most of 
European money, that’s something the French 
always seem to be better at than us Brits.

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History men dig their

ONE of Kent’s most important 
archaeological digs was at Lulling¬ 
stone villa, and last week saw a 
reunion of the men behind the 
site’s discovery. 

One of them was Brian Philp, an archaeolo¬ 
gist who went on to establish the Kent 
Archaeological Rescue Unit, which specialises 
in saving important sites from developers. 

On Friday he and several others who 
worked on the Lullingstone dig met at the 
villa to reminisce. 

Magnificent 

The Roman villa in Lullingstone Lane, 
Eynsford, remains open to the public and is a 
major attraction in the area. 

It is 60 years since the beginning of the proj¬ 
ect to unearth the remains of the magnificent 
Roman villa. Among those attending the event 
were archaeologist, author and director of the 
Roman Building Trust, Dr Tony Rook, who 
was among those working on the excavations 
from 1949 when he was a Sevenoaks school¬ 
boy, plus Gerald Cramp and Derek Gerrard, 
who both still live in the area. 

Relatives of one of the dig’s founder mem¬ 
bers, Edwyn Birchenough, were also present. 

Last year, hundreds of artefacts which have 
been unseen since the 1950s went on display 
at Lullingstone after a £1.3 million refurbish¬ 
ment. They included rare gaming counters, a 


skeleton in an embossed lead coffin and hun¬ 
dreds of everyday items. 

They are on display together with a variety 
of rooms and Lullingstone’s famous 4th- 
century mosaic floor, depicting scenes from 
ancient mythology. 

Mr Philp, from Bromley, was involved in 
finding the Roman Painted House, along with 
30 other digs under Dover and 25 in Darent 
Valley. In all, he said, he had worked on more 
than 300 sites. 

He said Lullingstone was important because 
it was one of the earliest sites to be found in 
Kent: “This villa is important nationally 
because of the two mosaic floors which are 
very fine and Christian wall paintings, mak¬ 


ing this probably the earliest Christian site in 
the country. The Romans used to paint murals 
in most of their major buildings and these 
depict a big circle with a Chi-Rho monogram, 
which is a standard Christian symbol still 
used today with a letter X and a letter P.” 

Of the reunion, he said: “There are not many 
survivors now -1 think there are only 10 left. 
The dig started in 1949 and I joined in 1952 
while I was still at school. I did 10 years, which 
is when the excavation ended. 

“Lullingstone is one of the most important I 
have worked on because it was so pioneering. 
No one was a trained archaeologist in the 50s, 
we learned by joining in and picking up the 
techniques ourselves.” 


Student bus riot 

A POLICE officer was left with facial 
injuries and several colleagues were 
assaulted after a riot broke out in 
Orpington high street. 

Trouble started when a large number of 
college students were unable to get on a 
packed bus at about 5.30pm on Tuesday 
last week. 

The 25-year-old community support offi¬ 
cer received a cut above his eye and was 
taken to hospital. 

Back-up was drafted in, including dog- 
handlers, to deal with the students, but two 
more officers were hit during the struggles. 

Six teenagers were arrested and the high 
street was closed for one hour. 

Poachers targeted 

A CAMPAIGN clamping down on hare¬ 
coursing and poaching has been launched 
in the Maidstone area. 

Police will work with farmers and game- 
keepers to build up intelligence about 
offenders as part of the scheme, which runs 
until Sunday, January 31. 

Sgt Mathew Chapman said: “Poaching and 
hare-coursing are often linked to other kinds 
of rural crime such as theft and burglary. 

“We want offenders to know that neither 
will be tolerated and we will deal with 
offenders robustly.” 

Author's all heart 

AN AUTHOR is holding a talk about the 
history of Pratts Bottom to raise money for 
the British Heart Foundation. 

Retired teacher Sue Short will discuss her 
book Pratts Bottom: A Journey Through 
Life at Coolings Garden Centre, Rushmore 
Hill, Pratts Bottom, at 10am on Friday, 
December 4. 

The 63-year-old chose to donate funds to 
the charity after suffering a heart-attack 
last year. 

Her book is dedicated to her husband, who 
died after being knocked off his bike in 1993, 
a year after moving into a home they had 
built in Knockholt. 


Cervical screening rates on the rise, thanks to Jade 


THE ‘Jade Goody effect’ has con¬ 
tributed to a countywide increase in 
the number of women being 
screened for cervical cancer. 

Awareness of the disease went 
through the roof following the reality 
television star’s diagnosis and subse¬ 
quent death in March, and new NHS 
figures show uptake rates have, too. 

The percentage of eligible women 
who have accepted a screening 
request has increased at all of Kent 
and Medway’s primary care trusts, 


as well as at those in Bromley and 
Bexley. All now have uptake rates of 
more than 80 per cent, while the 
national average is 78.9 per cent. 

Dr John Rodriguez - public health 
screening lead for Kent and Medway 
- told KOS Media the figures would 
be even more impressive had the 
NHS report in question covered a 
shorter length of time. 

He said: “The percentages we are 
seeing don’t fully reflect the situation 
because the report looks at uptake 


rates over a five-year period ending 
in March. Therefore earlier figures 
are weighing improved ones down. 

“What we now call the ‘Jade Goody 
effect’ caused the number of women 
responding to our screening requests 
to shoot up. It happened about 
halfway through Januaiy and peaked 
in March, when we had double the 
number of women compared with 
Januaiy, which is a huge increase. 

“We really want this to continue, 
but it has slipped back recently. 


“It’s terribly sad that it takes 
something like Jade’s death to per¬ 
haps frighten some people into hav¬ 
ing this test. But we don’t want to 
frighten people - we want them to 
come forward positively so we can 
help reduce the chances of them 
catching this horrible disease.” 

While Dr Rodriguez admits cervi¬ 
cal cancer screening tests are not 100 
per cent effective, he estimates that 
140 lives are saved every year in 
Kent and Medway because of them.

Q Can you tell us a little about the role of the Children's 
Laureate? 

A My main role is to promote the enjoyment 
of reading and, because I am a writer and 
illustrator, particularly the reading of picture 
books. 

Q How did you end up being an author and illustrator of 
children's books? Was it a life-long ambition? 

A As a boy I loved to draw and make up 
stories, and after leaving school I went to 
Leeds College of Art to study graphic design. 

After college I worked as a medical illust¬ 
rator, then as a greetings-card artist. I sent 
some of these cards to children’s publishers 
and one of them offered me the chance to write 
and illustrate a picture book. This became my 
first book, Through the Magic Mirror, in 1976 
and so I almost accidentally discovered what, 
for me, is the best job in the world. 

Q You originally come from Yorkshire - how did you end up 
living in Kent and what do you think of the county? 

A My brother moved to Kent in 1968 to teach 
in Ramsgate. I became a freelance illust¬ 
rator in 1972 and moved to Kent to be nearer 
London, but also to be nearer him. I grew to 
love the county, which is why I’m still here.

think it’s important for parents and carers to 
share books with children from an early age. 

Q Why do gorillas and apes feature so prominently in 
much of your work? 

Firstly, they are wonderful creatures to 
draw. Secondly, they are so much like us - 
to look into a gorilla’s eyes is very much like 
looking into a human being’s eyes. Thirdly, 
they remind me of my father. 

He was a big, strong, quite fierce-looking 
man, with a physicality which he saved for the 
rugby field, the boxing ring and the war zone. 

This made him a hero to my brother and I, 
but while he encouraged us to be physical, 
there was a side of him that was extremely 
gentle. Dad was just as happy drawing with 
us, telling us stories or writing poems as he 
was teaching us how to tackle. 

Gorillas are immensely powerful creatures, 
but they also have a gentle side which they 
express by grooming each other, showing 
affection and caring for their families. 


Q 


Do you think the picture book is undervalued? 


What do you think on the debate about the age at which 
children learn to read? Can it be too young? 

I certainly think it’s never too early to 
introduce children to picture books and I 


A Picture books are special. I hear parents 
encouraging their children to read what 
they call ‘proper’ books at an earlier and earli¬ 
er age. This makes me sad as picture books 
are perfect for sharing, and not just with the 
youngest children. 

I believe the best picture books leave a tan¬ 
talising gap between the pictures and the 


words, a gap that’s filled by the reader’s imag¬ 
ination. 

A What do you think is the best way to encourage children 
who show a talent either for drawing or using words? 

A The Shape Game is a game my brother 
and I invented as small boys. The first per¬ 
son draws an abstract shape; the second per¬ 
son transforms it into something recognisable. 

Essentially, the game is about creativity 
itself. Every time we draw a picture, or write 
a story or compose a piece of music, we are 
playing the Shape Game. 

When children ask me where I get my 
inspiration from, I tell them it’s from the same 
place that they get theirs - from my childhood 
or things that have happened to my children, 
from other people’s stories, films, paintings, or 
from dreams. 

Everything comes from somewhere else, and 
when we create something we’re transforming 
our own experience into a picture, a book, or 
perhaps a piece of music. 

Q Can you tell us anything about the latest book you're 
working on? 

A My next book is called Me And You. It’s an 
alternative version of the traditional story 
of Goldilocks And The Three Bears. I always 
thought that the story was hard on Goldilocks 
- it’s assumed that she’s a greedy, selfish little 
girl. I thought maybe there was a reason for 
her to go into the bears’ house - maybe she 
was cold, hungry and desperate?

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NHS is bracing itself for 
the tough winter ahead 

HEALTH chiefs are urging people suffering flu symptoms to think twice 
before going to A&E as the NHS prepares for one of its toughest winters yet. 

Figures released by the county's three health trusts show that since October 
28,762 people have been admitted to hospital in connection with swine flu. 

The latest numbers for flu-like illnesses in west Kent have shown a slight 
drop to 64 per 100,000 population from 65.1 the previous week. 

In the Eastern and Coastal Kent area, the rate has also dropped slightly to 28.7 
per 100,000 from 30.4 the week before. Only in Medway has there been a rise, 
from 20 per 100,000 to 32. But winter weather is expected to put added pres¬ 
sure on the NHS with more cases of swine flu on top of the usual seasonal illness¬ 
es, such as winter vomiting virus. This has prompted health bosses to urge the 
public to avoid going to emergency departments or GPs when suffering from flu. 

Dr Julian Webb, clinical lead for A&E services at Maidstone and Kent and 
Sussex Hospitals, said every year the NHS experiences a surge in demand for 
beds in the colder months. 

"With seasonal flu and swine flu circulating this winter, in addition to all of 
the regular winter pressures faced in A&E, we really need people in Kent and 
Medway to stop and think twice about the service that is right for them," he 
said. "Emergency services are for severe injuries and symptoms of severe ill¬ 
nesses, such a choking, chest pain, sudden collapse and blood loss. 

Treatment 

"There are a wide range of services out there for other health issues, such 
as walk-in centres, pharmacists, GPs and a wealth of information and advice 
through NHS Direct." 

Dr Sarah Andrews, director of nursing at NHS Eastern and Coastal Kent, 
agreed with Dr Webb and stressed that many ailments can be treated at 
home. "Staying at home and caring for yourself is the best option for things 
like hangovers, grazed knees, sore throats and coughs," she said. 

She added that the public should be prepared over the winter months by 
making sure they have essentials like paracetamol, aspirin and anti-diarrhoea 
medicine. 

Sharon Jones, director of resilience planning at NHS West Kent, stressed 
that people should contact the National Pandemic Flu Service which can 
advise on symptoms and how to collect antivirals. 

She added: "Only phone your GP directly if you have a serious existing ill¬ 
ness, you are pregnant, you have a sick child under one year old, your condi¬ 
tion suddenly gets much worse or your condition is still getting worse after 
seven days, or five for a child." 

Dr Alison Barnett, director of public health, said: "If you're offered a jab 
against seasonal flu or swine flu, take it. Immunisation is highly effective, 
safe and helps save lives."

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A GRIEVING mother who 
lost her eight-year-old daugh¬ 
ter to swine flu is urging peo¬ 
ple to get vaccinated against 
the virus. 

Kelly Gibson, 32, from Erith, said 
that had the vaccination been around 
when the outbreak first happened she 
would have made sure her daughter, 
Holly, had the jab. 

The youngster, who suffered from a 
rare chromosome disorder and a weak¬ 
ened immune system, fell ill with what 
was believed to be a bad chest infection 
in July and was immediately given 
antibiotics. 

But two days later she was rushed to 
Queen Mary’s Hospital in Sidcup with 
breathing difficulties and transferred 
to St Thomas’ Hospital in Westminster 
where she was put on a respirator. 

Seven days after being admitted Holly 
was diagnosed with swine flu. A week 
later she died in her mother’s arms.

Mrs Gibson, who also has four-year- 
old twin girls with her husband Scott, 
37, said swine flu was the last thing she 
expected. 

“We thought she had a chest infection 
and never once thought it would be 
swine flu. 

Warning signs 

“I just thought she was really poorly. 
She used to get chest infections a lot 
but after two days on antibiotics she 
was finding it hard to breathe and was 
taken to hospital. 

“Swine flu was the last thing on my 
mind. It’s one of those things you read 
about but never think will happen to 
you or your family. 

“There were no warning signs about 
what symptoms to look for and there 
was no vaccination in July. I’m so angry 
at the way the situation has been dealt 
with by the Government. It should 


never have been allowed to spread the 
way it has in this country. 

“A vaccination and warnings should 
have been put in place before it had a 
chance to spread.” 

Mrs Gibson is now urging people to 
get vaccinated to stop the same 
heartache happening to them. 

“It’s too late for Holly now, but vulner¬ 
able people really must get vaccinated,” 
she said. 

“If people experience flu-like symp¬ 
toms they shouldn’t ignore them. 
Please act quickly. 

“I don’t want anyone else to go 
through what this family has gone 
through. I’ve lost my little girl and I 
don’t want that to happen to anyone 
else. I think every single person in the 
country should be vaccinated and there 
should be mass vaccination in schools.” 

Mrs Gibson added: “Swine flu is going 
to get worse now that winter is here 
and I expect to see the number of peo¬ 
ple getting it rise, which is even more 
worrying.”

IMP'S centre visit 
shows Kidz at play

YOUNG people who are not in 
employment, education or training 
- known as NEETs - have enjoyed 
a taster session of four different 
courses at South Kent College. 

Catering, car-maintenance, plumbing and 
basic construction were the areas explored by 
visitors to SKC, which has campuses in 
Folkestone, Dover and Ashford. 

In the kitchens they learned some cooking 
skills, in the garage they tried car-valeting and 
in the construction workshop they were chal¬ 
lenged to build a flat-pack cupboard. 

The event introduced young people who 
might otherwise find themselves out of work, 
education or training to college courses which 
could lead to employment. 

It also promoted independent living skills, 
teamwork and healthy eating and covered 
personal safety and interview techniques. 

Prizes were awarded at the end of the day 
and lecturers in all the departments visited 
said they were impressed by the enthusiasm 
and abilities of the groups. 

One of the taster sessions was held in the 
plumbing workshop, where lecturer Paul 
Ramsell challenged the groups to fit together 
a collection of pipes and valves and then test 
them to find out if they leaked. 

NEETs are defined by the Government as 
those between 16-24 who are out of work or 
looking for a job, looking after children or 
family, are on unpaid holiday or travelling, are 
sick or disabled, or are volunteering. 


Government figures for the first quarter of 
2009 revealed 935,000 people aged 16-24 were 
classed as NEETs, up from 810,000 for the 
same period last year and the highest since 
figures for the age range were first recorded in 
2005. 

Statistics from the OECD showed that 10.7 
per cent of 15- to 19-year-olds in the UK were 
out of work and without a college place in 
2007, almost four times as many as France 
and twice as many as in the US. 

Connexions Kent and Medway organised 


the open days at South Kent College. The 
agency provides free and impartial advice, 
guidance and support for 13- to 19-year-olds as 
well as those up to 25 who have learning diffi¬ 
culties and disabilities.

So, home, out of the box and within an hour it 
was up and running. All the BT virus-protection 
software working, teenage kids warned not to 
open ANY attachments... happy days. 

Three weeks in, it got a bit temperamental 
but seemed OK after being left off for a day. 

In week six we had the big failure where it 
locked up, crashed, then stopped working. 

So, out came the manual and, following the 
computer’s own procedure, I established it was 
down to an internal error on the hard-drive 
with a code number BIOHD-8 to report. 

When I checked the code on the internet (at 
work the following day, of course), angry buy¬ 
ers from all over Europe confirmed this was a 
common problem with this hard-drive. 

So why was Comet still selling a machine 
that is known to have a problem? 


And, secondly, when calling the ‘helpline’, 
after a short conversation the staff member 
told me to contact the manufacturer.

KnightsbridgeTory 
is not the real Deal 

Conservative parliamentary 
hopeful Charles Elphicke offers 
the people of Deal “a new 
renaissance celebrating the great 
history and culture of this town”. 
How he proposes to do this is 
unclear. 

He wants to “do more with the 
castle”, but that seems to amount 
to hanging some pictures in it, a 
suggestion which would be 
marvellous for the growth of 
mould but disastrous for the 
exhibits and the castle structure. 

Some of his Tory friends want 
to dry the castle out, with even 
more disastrous consequences for 
the building. He wants to “see a 
cinema back” and to “get more 
great family days out”. 

And to convince us, as if we 
didn’t know, of the importance of 
Deal’s history, he lists a number 
of episodes from Deal’s past. 

As a tax lawyer, he is able 
to tell us that “even a bit of 
smuggling used to go on”. 

That’s like saying “a bit of 
shopping goes on” near Mr 
Elphicke’s Knightsbridge home. 

What is most interesting about 
his view of Deal’s history is that, 
apart from Deal Castle, none of 
the things he mentions are 
visible. A visitor attraction does 
need to provide something to 
attract the visitor. 

He forgets that one of Deal’s 
biggest and best monuments, the 
Royal Marines barracks, was 
flogged off for housing by that 
most negative of governments, 
the last Tory one. Of course, as a 
visitor from Knightsbridge 


himself, Mr Elphicke won’t 
remember the efforts of the local 
people to try to get a museum 
space in the old Marines’ hospital 
or the attempt to get part of a 
university on the site. 

Nor will he remember the 
attempt by the Conservative- 
controlled district council to rip 
the surviving mechanism out of 
the Time Ball Tower to turn it 
into yet another holiday home. 

And he ignores the current 
Conservative plans to turn the 
Quarterdeck into flats and shops. 
Where is the flair and 
imagination in that? 

Seen from his Knightsbridge 
home, it must seem easy to get 
visitors to come to Deal and to 
get them to part with their cash. 

It is not. And if a visitor 
attraction cannot attract enough 
visitors, it fails. The only way to 
stop it failing is to provide a state 
subsidy, and that can be large 
if you’re maintaining an ancient 
monument. 

Not only does Mr Elphicke 
demonstrate a disappointing lack 
of knowledge of the heritage of 
Deal and district, he also shows a 
worrying lack of business sense, 
all of which simply confirms he is 
unfit for Parliament.

Planners need to 
assess flood risk 

I must thank Trevor Vince 
of Finglesham for his very 


knowledgeable letters on the 
subject of blocked drains. His 
contribution is much appreciated. 

I must, however, bring his 
attention to two points. 

First, if he refers to my earlier 
letters, he will see that I 
complained of lack of support 
for my campaign. 

I understand the subsequent 
resolutions of support have been 
passed, without much 
enthusiasm, at both town and 
district level but no action taken. 

Second, the surface water is not 
entering the drainage system as 
the roadside grids are blocked. 

As the water is not entering 
the system, any assessment 
made by the agencies concerned 
cannot be considered reliable. 
This particularly affects the 
surrounding low-lying parishes 
such as Sholden and Worth. 

There has been a great deal of 
housing development in Deal 
and Walmer without proper 
consideration to surface 
drainage. This has increased the 
possibility of localised flooding. 

It would be interesting to 
know the opinion of the planning 
department when it is fully 
aware of the unreliability of the 
flood-risk assessment. 

We cannot afford further 
development of any type without 
proper flood-risk assessments 
and approvals already granted 
held in abeyance.

Stay alert to dangers 
of deadly meningitis 

As the cold winter weather takes 
hold, I would like to remind readers 
of the dangers of meningitis. 


My daughter Megan fell ill two 
years ago when she was 16. It was a 
very frightening time and she’s only 
here today because her boyfriend 
was alert to the symptoms of 
meningitis. 

With first-class care from the NHS 
she went on to make a full recovery 
after two weeks in hospital. I know 
how lucky we were. 

I recently shared my story for a 
BBC Radio 4 Appeal on behalf of 
Meningitis UK, a charity dedicated 
to vaccine research. Its vision is to 
protect future generations and 
eradicate the disease completely. 

Although vaccines exist for some 
forms of bacterial meningitis, there 
still isn’t one for meningitis B, the 
most common strain in this country. 

It’s a chilling fact that six families 
will lose a loved one to meningitis 
every week, some within just four 
hours of displaying any symptoms. 

In the absence of a vaccine, it’s 
vital that people are educated about 
meningitis and know what signs to 
look out for, especially at this time of 
the year when cases begin to rise. 

The classic symptoms to look out 
for with meningitis are usually a 
headache, stiff neck and dislike of 
bright light. 

With septicaemia, stay alert for 
aching limbs, cold hands and feet 
and a rash which starts like pin¬ 
prick marks and develops rapidly 


into purple bruising. 

The disease can affect anyone of 
any age. Not everyone gets all the 
symptoms and they can appear in 
any order.

THIRD Album Narcolepsy is one 
of the music industry’s most fatal 
illnesses - killing more than 100 
established bands’ careers each 
year. 

The condition sets in after bands are lured 
into a false sense of security, with their ‘first 
album breakthrough’ and ‘tricky follow-up’ 
releases going down well with fans and critics 
alike. 

Big-selling artists naively serve up much of 
the same on album three, unaware that 
churning out more of the same of their once- 
fresh, now-tired sound will literally bore their 
fans to the point of unconsciousness. 

The career-killing condition known as Third

We have 
Lupen Crook and the Murderbirds on the 
bill, plus our tour mates Last Days Of Lorca, 
who will add a bit of difference. All for £3.

Tax relief blow 
for owners of UK 
holiday lettings 

UK homeowners who let out holiday 
homes in this country are set to lose 
their furnished holiday lettings tax relief 
next April 

New legislation, details of which are 
expected in November’s pre-budget 
report, are expected to outline changes 
to the tax rules for furnished properties 
available to let for at least 140 days a 
year and actually let for 70 days year. 

The new measures could affect about 
60,000 individual second-home owners, 
who form the core of the UK’s holiday 
lets market, and can currently offset the 
cost of furniture and fittings against tax. 

In addition, about 500 firms registered 
with Companies House give furnished 
holiday lettings as their main source of 
income. 

The Treasury will justify its actions by 
saying that the current rules breach 
European law. 

At the same time, ministers are hope¬ 
ful of raising £20 million a year under 
the new regime, according to reports. 

Landlords need to 
brace themselves 
for rent arrears 

LANDLORD Assist is warning that buy- 
to-let conditions will remain difficult for 
landlords in 2010. 

According to the rental arrears and 
eviction specialist, about 150,000 tenant 
evictions will have gone before the courts 
by the close of the year. 

The firm points out that with no signs 
of the economic downturn lifting, arrears 
will be a main concern next year, with 
uncertainty over interest rates adding to 
anxieties. 

Landlord Assist managing director, 
Graham Kinnear, said: “Landlords are 
less equipped to sustain non-paying ten¬ 
ants than they were a year ago and need 
to take precautionary measures to min¬ 
imise the risk of being exposed to rent 
arrears.” 

However, oversupply caused by home 
movers opting to rent, rather than sell, is 
tailing off and upwards pressure on 
rents is possible in popular areas.

Homeowners urged 
to warm to insulation 



WRAPPING UP: More homeowners need to insulate their properties if government targets are to be met

A RECENT climate change report 
has concluded that more home- 
owners and businesses must insu¬ 
late their buildings if the 
Government is to meet its carbon 
budgets. 

Neil Marshall, chief executive of the nation¬ 
al insulation association, has welcomed the 
conclusions of the Climate Change Committee 
in their report ‘Meeting Carbon Budgets - The 
Need for a Step Change’. 

Mr Marshall said: “The report calls for a dou¬ 
bling of the current levels of home insulation 
in order to improve the energy efficiency in 
homes by 35 per cent by 2020 - this is chal¬ 
lenging, but achievable if urgent action is 
taken.” 

The association recently carried out an inde¬ 
pendent survey and this showed that about 70 
per cent of residents in the UK are unaware 
that more than 40 per cent of their home’s 
heat is escaping through un-insulated lofts 
and walls. 

This means homeowners could be saving 
about £265 a year on their fuel bills and with 
a range of grants and subsidies available to 
assist with the cost, the insulation can pay for 
itself in less than two years 

Mr Marshall added: “The insulation indus¬ 
try has invested heavily in additional capacity 
to support the achievement of Government 
targets and is capable of carrying out signifi¬ 
cantly more insulation work than at present.” 

“The report says that 1.3 million lofts and 1 
million cavity walls need to be insulated per 


year to achieve the carbon budgets - a dou¬ 
bling of the current installation rate - and 
that 165,000 solid walls need to be insulated 
per year - a major ramp-up”. 

“Speaking on behalf of our members, I can 
confirm that our industry has the ability to 
deliver. 

“However, government, energy suppliers and 
other agencies must now work with us as a 


matter of urgency in developing a major new, 
ambitious nationwide home insulation plan. 

“In the short term there needs to be a major 
increase in the amount of professionally- 
installed insulation measures undertaken 
during the Carbon Emissions Reduction 
Target programme to 2012. In addition, other 
policy measures need to be considered by gov¬ 
ernment to increase volumes still further”. 


Price rise 'fuelled by lack of sellers' 


ACCORDING to the latest Nationwide house 
price index, UK house prices have experienced 
their first annual rise since March 2008. 

The building society said prices were 2 per 
cent higher in October than in the same 
month in 2008 and were up by 0.4 per cent on 
the month, taking the average cost of a prop¬ 
erty to £162,038. 

Month-on-month prices were up for the sixth 
consecutive month in October, according to the 
Nationwide. 

Meanwhile, on a quarter-on-quarter basis, 
seen to be a more reliable indicator of house 
prices, there was a slight decline to 3.4 per 
cent in October, down from 3.8 per cent in 
September. 

The recent gains in house prices have been 
attributed to a shortage of homes up for sale, 


according to housing experts. Commenting on 
today’s figures, Nationwide’s Martin 
Gahbauer said: “A moderation in the rate of 
house price inflation was to be expected, as the 
very strong monthly increases seen over the 
summer months were unlikely to be sustain¬ 
able over the long run.” 

“Although too early to tell for sure, it may 
also reflect a more natural level of stock avail¬ 
able for sale coming to the market, alleviating 
some of the extreme shortages of property on 
the market seen during most of this year,” 
added Mr Gahbauer. 

The news comes just a day after the Bank of 
England reported a rise in mortgage 
approvals for the month of September. 

According to the bank, the number of mort¬ 
gages approved for house purchase, but not 


yet lent, grew by 3,245 during the month to 
56,215, the highest level since March 2008, 
and more than double the record low of 27,257 
last November. 

Despite the positive news within the hous¬ 
ing market, Nationwide warned that the UK’s 
failure to emerge from recession in the July to 
September quarter may further hinder the 
housing market recovery. 

Last week, the Office for National Statistics 
revealed that the UK economy shrank by 0.4 
per cent in the July to September period, 
meaning the country is still in recession. 

The fall in Gross Domestic Product means it 
is the first time the UK has endured six con¬ 
secutive quarters without growth, for the first 
time since the ONS began gathering the data 
in 1955.

hatchback test car also has the softer of two 
suspension options; the firmer SRi set-up test¬ 
ed previously is the one for keener drivers and 
delivers a better trade off on ride quality. The 
alternative format still keeps the big car on the 
road well, but feels vague and easily unsettled. 

While conceding this ground to its Ford 
Mondeo arch-rival though, the Vauxhall is 
classier and more elegant. The Insignia interi¬ 
or is close to the mark too as Vauxhall contin¬ 
ues its bid to join an ‘upper mainstream’ club 
away from hoi polloi like the Renault Laguna 
and Peugeot 407 and its cut-price in-house 
General Motors rival, the Chevrolet Epica. 

Apart from some high-quality materials - 
but occasional cheapo detail - the cabin is sim¬ 
ply huge with far better rear headroom than 
the swooping rear window line would suggest. 

Not surprisingly, in a car of this scale, you 
also get a big boot and the impression that 
Vauxhall has tried to replace and also fill the 
director level vacancy above; overcome the 
badge snobbery and you might mention this 
car in the same breath as a BMW 5-Series or 
Audi A6, for instance, especially when 4x4 and 
some hefty power options are available as well 
as scorching VXR models. 


VAUXHALL’S Insignia is already a 
familiar sight and the model hasn’t 
even completed a year on sale. 

It has been helped by the manufacturer’s 
fleet/company car market clout, status as 
European Car of the Year 2009 and looks to tran¬ 
scend mainstream branding have all helped. 

If that grille wore a BMW, Mercedes-Benz or 
Audi badge, instead of the relatively humble 
Vauxhall griffin, the Insignia (£17,130-30,995) 
would surely be even more sought after in 
hatchback, saloon or stylish Sports Tourer 
estate form. 

But you must choose your engine and model 
carefully. The new turbocharged 178bhp 1.6- 
litre petrol is worth a look to save taxes without 
losing too much fun. It signals an industry trend 
towards lighter and lower emission, smaller 
capacity turbocharged petrol powerplants. 

The 2.0-litre turbo petrol also entertains, but 
2.0-litre diesels dominate sales: the 130PS ver¬ 
sion offers better economy, while the 160PS 
tested here brings fun at the cost of fuel con¬ 
sumption averaging about 6mpg less than its 
sister.

AFTER a titanic struggle in West 
Sussex, Dover emerged victorious hav¬ 
ing ended Chichester’s nine-match win¬ 
ning run at home with a superb defen¬ 
sive display.
